If you encrypt the message by feeding it through two chips* 
each of which uses an n-bit code* you can take the two codes 
and interchange them through separate methods* This reduces 
the possibility that the code will be compromised* allowing 
immediate access. Compromising the code is the most dangerous* 

However* you have not encrypted the message with a 2 x n key. 
There will be some other n bit key which can decode the algcr 
ithm in one step* The key has not become harder to guess or 
determine by exhaustive search* 

Two examples: 

Consider the following chip* which accepts the message and 
encodes it using the algorithm "add m to the ascii value of 
each character". This is a key which is likely to be 8 bits 
of information. 

If you pass information through two of these chips* you can 
decode it with one eight-bit key (key-1 plus key~2).

Perhaps the main reason 8BBS does not support "marked messages" is that 
I personally do not think it is particularly well implemented in that it 
requires the user to quickly type a 'marking' char at. just the right time 
in order to later retrive "marked messages"* 

I think 8BBS has same thi ng better. This is the selective Retrieval 
capability. It is documented in the HELP files* but it allcws a user to 
selectively retrieve messages with the same type of command format as used 
with a selective summary. In fact, there is no need to ever use the S 
command, since selective or sequential Retrieval combines the functions of 
the Q f S and R functions* Just use the ~C or C character tc skip messages 
you are NOT interested in. The ~K or K character gets you back to the 
Function: menu. Why not check out the HELP file and try it sometime.

"We* re entering a stage of computerization where the use of computers is 
threatening whatever privacy we have," said George Oavida of the Univ. of 
Wise, and Georgia Inst, of Tech., who is one of the leading opponents of prior 
review (by NSA). "Telephone networks are computer networks in fact," Davida 
said. "There are opportunities for abuse in telephone companies in electronic 
mail and EFT. All these introduce new techniques for invading privacy that we 
didn't have before. We have to consider all of these applications along with 
NSA 's mission to determine whether it»s worth giving up a I crge chunk of free- 
dom in return for whatever messages we may be able to intercept worldwide." 

Although the NSA will not say specifically what has raisec its eyebrows, 
knowledgeable observers in the field say recent papers on sc-cal led public 
key cry pto-systems , which are important to the US code system, have made the 
agency pa rt i cu la rl y j i 1 1 ery .

phone that must detect the first coin or the operator will know you are fishy. 

Always be super nice to the operator* and helpful. They will do anything for 
you if you are nice to them.
